The time was 10:15 P.M. and the studios were still buzzing with activity. If you won- 
dered what was taking place, you would be informed that this is a normal occurance... 
that some students start at 9:00 A.M. and do not leave before the evening is half-way 
through . . . talk about total involvement .. .3 

The Communication Arts Department has passed through the stage of "infancy" as many 
have witnessed the fantastic accomplishments of the students and professors at the OPEN 
HOUSE on March 12th. 

A whole world exists within Loyola College - a world that is very much a part of Loyola 
and yet a separate entity in another sphere. It is the total-immersion world of Communi- 
cation Arts and according to Father O'Brien, Chairman of the Department, and those students 
taking the courses, "communications is where its at" and you cannot tell them differently. 

Though the communications field has been an important one for the past 50 to 100 years 
throughout the world and especially in the United States, it was as recent as 1958 when 
Father O'Brien, studying in Ingland at the time, was called by his Provincial and asked 
to begin his studies in communications here in Canada. After having done some research, 
he found that there were approximately 175 American universities offering undergraduate 
studies in communications, 60 a Masters Degree and 20 a Doctorate Degree. Searching to 
find which university had the most competent and thorough study in the field, he entered 
the University of Southern California in 1959, where surprisingly a faculty of social 
science and communication had been in effect since the early 1930s. 


Much of the credit for the success of 
Loyola's Communication Arts Department goes 
to Rev. Dr. John E. O'Brien, the Assistant 
Professor and Chairman of the Department. 
Father O'Brien graduated from the University 
of Montreal in 1945 and after obtaining 
his B.A. degree received his 5.1.B. from 
St. Mary's University in 1957. His studies 
were then furthered in Educational Psychol- 
ogy and Guidance in 1954 at the University 
of Toronto. Obtaining his S.T.L. from 
Regis College, Toronto in 1958, he then 
completed his studies in Ascetical Theology 
at St. Beuno's College, Wales. He attended 
the University of Southern California; 
Division of Social Science and Communication 
in 1959 until 1963. In 1964 he obtained, 

a PhD at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. One of the many awards presented 
to Father O'Brien was the Loyola scholar- 
ship (Montreal) won in an open competition 
in 1937 and Valedictorian and winner of 
the Loyola Medal in 1945, Father O'Brien 
belongs to the Canadian Institute of Comm- 
unications and the Association for Profes- 
sional Broadcasting Education and Western 
Radio and Television Conference.

The establishment of a Department at Loyola College in Montreal and not in the Province 
of Ontario or Quebec City, was due to the fact that Montreal contained the best of two 
cultures, explicitly proven with Expo, in which immense strides in both Cinema and Tele- 
vision perception were explored, creating an awareness of the limitless opportunities 
hitherto only slightly known, that existed in the Communications media. In the first 
year at Loyola, September 1964 the Commmication Arts Department consisted of one 
course "Mass Media & Society". There were no labs as there were no facilities. This 

sy course was offered as an Elective to anyone interested; a surprising 76 registered for 
BOB PRESNER MAKING A LA GODARD the course. In late March 1965, the Senate established the Department and a sound lab 
was added. In late 1967, the decision to put up the Bryan Building was brought into 
effect and offices and studios were set up in February 1968 making the short term 
construction almost a miracle. Top consultants were brought in for the purposes of lay- 
ing out the existing television film studio, two professionally equipped radio stations 
and control rooms, two film editing rooms, one dark room, one photo studio, one graphics 
room and a projection area. 

Deciding on prospective students has become exceedingly difficult. The limit is 200 
students and though last year one out of every three was accepted for second year, it 
seems that for the coming fall the average just might be one out of every five or six. 
Qualifications required include evaluation of the students' rapport with the faculty as 
well as with other students. The screening process is then furthered with the following 
three questions; "Why do you think Communication Arts is the Major for you?" "What signs 
of Creativity have you shown in your life?" "And what are your life's goals?". The majority 
of courses consist of group work on projects and the student must maintain a good dialogue 
with others in order to fully integrate into the department. 

Just what is a student prepared for upon completing these courses based on Communication 
Theory and Research, Cinema, Radio and Television? Father O'Brien feels strongly that 


the individual is prepared for everything - especially how to live!: Through intensive 
training he las been made aware of the cultural environment involving the effect of the A PRODUCTION CREW

IN THE BROADCASTING STUDIO Unknown to many, the department is quite internationally known. Applications have IN THE TELEVISION STUDIO 


arrived (in one mail of early December) from Lebanon, India, Korea, Rome, Argentina and 
Toronto. Last year 64 post-B.A.s from all over Canada applied and 8 were accepted. 
Montrealers themselves are just beginning to realize the potential of the Department. 

The Evening Student, unfortunately does not have very much choice in courses. He does 
not have the time nor the inclination to do the heavy load of work required. There will 
be serious summer sessions in the day, but only a couple of half courses will continue 
to be offered in the evening. 

Aspirations for the future? Too many to list. ... !! But presently, our Communica- 
tion Arts Department consisting of top professors; Dr. John Buell, Professor of the Dept. 
Charles Gagnon, resident artist; Dr. M, Malik; Rev. M. Gervais; H. W. Ladd; T. McPhail; 
L. Snider; R. Dolinsky; G. Valaskakis; Brian Brenn and John Max is the best in Canada . 
- « in the very near future, it will become the most widely acclaimed in North America!
